Civil Rights Bill Appears 
Headed Toward Filibuster 


WASHINGTON ( AP >—President 
Kennedy's efforts to get congres­ 
sional action on civil rights legis­ 
lation appear headed toward the 
usual roadblock—a Southern De-n- 
ocratie filibuster in the Senate. 
There are no current signs that 
Democrats and Republicans who 
support 
the 
administration 
bill 
can muster the strength to kill 
a filibuster. 
The bill, introduced last Thurs­ 
day by Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield of Montana, 
would revise state literacy tests, 


Errant Moon 
Shot Becomes 
Sun Satellite 


Ranger 3 Destined To 
Spend Eternity In 
Futile Flight 


LOS ANGELES (API — Ranger 
3. the moon ."hot that missed its 
target by nearly 23.000 miles, is 
doomed 
to 
spend 
the 
rest of 
eternity in futile flight—an accid- 
dental satellite of the sun. 
Of its four objectives, the $7- 
million space craft apparently ac­ 
complished only one. 
The biggest disappointment was 
that it missed the moon by 22,862 
miles. This happened because it 
was hurled into its trajectory at 
excessive 
speed 
after 
it 
w*as 
launched Friday from Cape Ca­ 
naveral. Fla. 
That failure brought on others. 
For one thing, the 727-pound space 
craft was unable to bounce radar 
signals off the moon. And, since 
it did not land its capsule on the 
moon, it was unable to bring its 
scismomoter into play and meas­ 
ure moonquakes. 
It also failed to get close-up pic­ 
tures of the moon. The long-range 
shots it got as it sped past ap­ 
parently will be of little value, if 
any. 
The one thing Ranger 3 did was 
collect 
gamma 
radiation 
data. 
These 
data 
already 
are 
being 
analyzed. 
Ranger 3 raced by the moon 
and into oblivion Sunday after­ 
noon, beginning to tumble as it 
went into solar orbit. Only one of 
its 
transm itters 
was 
working. 
During periods when that trans­ 
m itter’s antenna was pointed to­ 
ward earth, scientists were able 
to pick up the signal and chart 
Ranger’s progress. 
An official of the Jet Propulsion 
Labratorv, operated here for the 
National Aeronautics and Soace 
Administration, said Ranger 3 will 
remain in orbit “for the duration 
of the solar system’s life.” 
Ranger's orbital path is similar 
to that of earth. It will be as close 
to the sun as 91 ty million miles 
and as far awav as 108 million 
miles.

In the months that lie between 
now and next November’s con­

A great deal of political m arch­ 
ing forth and back will proceed 
this showdown. It begins today 
with the issue of whether an ad­ 
ministration bill should be sent 
to the Senate Judipiary Commit­ 
tee. headed by Sen. Jam es O. 
Eastland, D-Miss. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
a proponent of civil rights legis­ 
lation, has said Mansfield’s bill 
should go to the Rules Commit­

John H. Glenn Jr. three times 
around the w?orld will come no 
earlier than Thursday. 
Thus, today may have dawned 
T minus 73 hours for the Marine 
lieutenant colonel who sat more 
than five hours in the waiting 
gpacrcraft Saturday before weath­ 
er forced a postponement. 
Glenn. 
40, 
attended 
Sunday 
services in Riverside Presbyterian 
Church at Cocoa Beach, and told 
the Rev. Charles E. Pfeiffer when 
he 
left, 
“Don’t worry. 
I’ll 
be 
back.’’ 
Otherwise Glenn was busy with 
preparations for his trip. Before 
church he attended an evaluation 
session. 
In 
the 
afternoon 
he 
donned his space suit and went 
through an hour-tlong practice mis­ 
sion in the space trainer. 
Rocket 
and 
spacecraft 
crew's

Said to Be Losing 
Large Sums 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP)—Pub­ 
lic schools and local governments 
are losing huge sums of money 
because 
rural electric coopera­ 
tives are not assessed anywhere 
near the minimum of 30 per cent 
of actual 
value, the state Chanf- 
ber of Commerce said today. 
The average local assessment 
on the property of REA co-ops is 
4.9^ per cent, the chamber said. 
But those that are assessed by 
the state Tax Commission average 
out at 30.45 per cent. 
Privately owned public utilities, 
the Chamber study showed, arc 
assessed on an average valuation 
of 37 per cent. 
In a letter to C. W. Warden of 
Lexington, president of the Mis­ 
souri State Assessors Association, 
the Chamber used 1960 assessed 
valuations to show the magnitude 
of the 
deficiency which, it said, 
“has no parallel in anv other 
field.” 
“The aggregate 
investment as 
reported by the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture for the 
rural electric cooperatives operat­ 
ing exclusively in Missouri totaled 
S213.848.357. If this investment had 
been assessed at 30 per cent, it 
would have provided an aggregate 
assessment of $64,154.507 as com­ 
pared with an approximate aggre­ 
gate assessed valuation 
of $10,- 
568.408.” 
The $53.586.099 difference would 
have produced $1,328.935 in school 
taxes alone, the Chamber said. 
Not only that but the added prop­ 
erty valuation in school districts 
would have improved their bond­ 
ing situation so they could have 
borrowed more to provide needed 
school 
buildings, 
the 
Chamber 
added.

princie today to “ suspend” Fi­ 
del Castro’s Cuban regime from 
hemisphere family councils. 
A U.S. delegation source dis­ 
closed the breakthrough on this 
toughest issue of the conference, 
which has prolonged Its delibera­ 
tions here beyond the scheduled 
closing today. It came when Ar­ 
gentina and Chile — members of 
the so-called soft seven bloc led 
by Brazil and Mexico—accepted 
the majority view on the suspen­ 
sion procedure. 
The U.S. informant speculated 
that the United States would get 
17 to 18 of the 20 available votes 
for a policy statem ent that tha 
Castro regime is unfit to sit in 
hemisphere councils so long it 
em braces the Communist philoso­ 
phy. The Council of the Organi­ 
zation of American States will be 
instructed by this conference to 
decide “ without delay” just how 
Cuba can be suspended. 
Agreeing not to disagree, the 
Western Hemisphere foreign min­ 
isters reached a general accord 
at least six resolutions embodied 
in 
a 
final declaration so that 
those who wanted to vote against 
certain aspects could do so. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
appeared to have achieved limit­ 
ed success to this extent: 
Most, if not all, of the 19 Latin* 
American republics judging Cuba 
agree the Havana regime should 
be declared incompatible with the 
American 
system. 
Most 
are 
agreed the government of Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro should be 
suspended or expelled fromOAS 
agencies. Most are agreed there 
should be no arm s trade between 
their countries and Cuba. They 
hold 
Castro’s 
representatives 
should not sit on the Inter-Amer­ 
ican Defense Board and they feel 
a vigilance committee should be 
created to 
keep watch against 
subversion.

WASHINGTON — Some people 
may wonder why I have been 
writing so much about John Mc- 
Cone. now up for Senate confir­ 
mation as head of Central Intel­ 
ligence. They may wonder whether 
I have a personal grudge against 
McCone. The fact is I have noth­ 
ing against Mr. McCone personal­ 
ly, don’t believe I’ve even met 
him. 
But the most important person 
molding U.S. foreign policy, next 
to the President, is probably the 
head of Central Intelligence. The 
nublic doesn’t realize this, but it’s 
true. More than even the secre­ 
tary of state, the head of 
CIA 
'•an depose kings or presidents, 
foment revolution, take us close 
to war. Furthermore, he doesn’t 
have to report to Congress, or 
oven to the general accounting of- 
fic efor the money he spends. He 
’s the onlv government official 
with this exemption. 
His 
power results from two 
facts: 
1. 
He 
can 
use 
money 
and 
agents to subvert and undermine 
a foreign government and nobody 
;n Congress knows about It. 
2. 
He reports to the President. 
And the 
man who reports the 
facts on a foreign situation to be 
a certain way has the power to 
make decisions. 
Let’s 
take 
some 
examples. 
These are not mythical exam­ 
ples, but concrete 
facts 
which 
can be proved. 
The Cuban Fiasco — In April 
1961. following the tragic 
failure 
at the Bay of Pigs. Secretary of 
State Rusk informed a 
seminar 
of editors in Washington that “the 
intelligence from Cuba was inac­ 
curate and very 
poor” ; while 
Roger Hilsman Jr., chief of State 
Department intelligence, informed 
a newsman, “our information on 
Cuba 
was 
quite different from 
CIA’s but we were not consulted.” 


In 
brief, 
CIA 
had 
informed 
President Kennedy that conditions 
inside Cuba were ripe for revolu­ 
tion, that the Cuban people would 
rise up to join the freedom fight­ 
ers. Kennedy believed these facts 
to be accurate and made the 
wrong decision. Thus the powrer 
to report 
actually gave CIA the 
virtual power to make the deci­ 
sion. 
Business Money Behind CIA— 
After the Bay of Pigs Fiasco , I 
reported that certain U.S. busi­ 
ness firms, one of them a big oil 
company, had put up several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars to finance 
the Cuban freedom fighters. 
This meant that foreign policy 
was further divorced from the 
constitutional channels of govern­ 
ment 
and 
financed by 
private 
corporations 
with 
a 
property 
stake in Cuba. This can be one 
of the best ways to drag 10,000,- 
000 people into war for the bene­ 
fit of 
a handful. 
However, this is the way CIA 
operates. Corporation heads are 
given the 
privilege of 
looking 
through CIA files. Corporation of­ 
ficials 
abroad influence and co­ 
operate with CIA agents. 
CIA chief McCone admits 
he 
owns $1,000,000 of Standard Oil of 
California stock and is not going 
to sell that stock. His shipping 
companies make several million 
dollars annually shipping ore and 
oil for various corporations. How 
can he possibly divorce his judg­ 
ment 
from decisions that affect 
nis companies is a question some 
senators Are asking. 
The Senate has a right to in­ 
quire into this carefully, because 
on 
two previous occasions Mc­ 
Cone, as 
a public official, acted 
in favor of companies with which 
he had 
been associated—and it 
cost the taxpayers a lot of money. 
Operations in 
Spain — After 
Prof. Jesus de Galindez was kid­ 
napped from New York in 1956, 


Allen Dulles phoned 
district at­ 
torney Frank Hogan in New York 
asking that a CIA agent be 
per­ 
mitted to look over the Galindez 
papers. It then 
became known 
that CIA had put 
up 
$1,016,000 
for Galindez to operate a Basque 
network in Spain. The Basques 
hate 
Franco, 
so 
this network 
could only have worked against 
Franco who has given the United 
States military bases. 
The 
State 
Department 
knew 
nothing about this. 
Operations in Costa Rica 
In 
1953-54, 
President 
Figueres 
of 
Costa Rica discovered that a CIA 
agent was tapping his telephone.

It was fitting that Roush and 
M cKechnie should get the nod at 
the sam e tim e. They were team ­ 
m ates in the Federal League at 
Indianapolis and N ew ark in 1914- 
15 and with the New York Giants 
in 1916 before they were traded 
with Christy M athewson to Cin­ 
cinnati for Buck Herzog and Wade 
Killefer. In the w inter they are 
neighbors in Bradenton, Fla. 
Roush was in Bradenton when 
he got the 
news 
by 
telephone 
from Paul K err, secretary of the 
veterans 
com m ittee 
which 
had 
m et in New York.

Earlier this year a Negro ma ii 
man named W. W. Law, who was 
also the head of the National As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People of Georgia, was 
charged with five infractions of his 
duties and dismissed. 
Accusations against his record 
Included excessive absence from 
duties and the specific charge that 
he urinated on the lawn of one of 
his patrons. 
Many of Law's superiors, includ­ 
ing Negroes, concurred in his dis­ 
missal. When this matter came to 
Postmaster General J. Edward 
Day, he 
reinstated 
Law 
“with 
great regret'* and with "severe 
reprimand” because he did not 
want to make a martyr of him and 
said in part: “I would not want a 
person with Law's record of con­ 
duct delivering mail to my family 
home." 
Mr. Day should have known bet­ 
ter. You can’t criticize an official

We 
doubt it. Even NAACP officials are 
not sacrosanct and immune to rea­ 
sonable censure.

ligence. They may wonder whether 
I have a personal grudge against 
McCone. The fact is I have noth­ 
ing against Mr. McCone personal­ 
ly, don’t believe I’ve even met 
him. 
But the most important person 
molding U.S. foreign policy, next 
to the President, is probably the 
head of Central Intelligence. The 
public doesn’t realize this, but ifs 
true. More than even the secre­ 
tary of state, the head of 
CIA 
ran depose kings or presidents, 
foment revolution, take us close 
to war. Furthermore, he doesn’t 
have to report to Congress, or 
even to the general accounting of* 
fie efor the money he spends. He 
the onlv government official 
with this exemption.

power results from two 
facts:

agents to subvert and undermine 
a foreign government and nobody 
;n Congress knows about It. 
2. 
He reports to the President.

man who reports the 
facts on a foreign situation to be 
a certain way has the power to 
nftake decisions. 
Let’s

examples. 
These are not mythical exam­ 
ples, but concrete 
facts 
which 
can be proved. 
The Cuban Fiasco — In April 
1961, following the tragic 
failure 
at the Bay of Pigs, Secretary of 
State Husk informed a 
seminar 
of editors in Washington that “the 
intelligence from Cuba was inac­ 
curate and very 
poor” ; while 
Roger Hilsman Jr., chief of State 
Department intelligence, informed 
a newsman, “our information on 
Cuba 
was 
quite different from 
CIA's but we were not consulted.” 


In 
brief. 
CIA 
had 
informed 
President Kennedy that conditions 
inside Cuba were ripe for revolu­ 
tion. that the Cuban people would 
rise up to join the freedom fight­ 
ers. Kennedy believed these facts 
to be accurate and made the 
wrong decision. Thus the power 
to report 
actually gave CIA the 
virtual power to make the deci­ 
sion. 
Business Money Behind C IA - 
After the Bay of Pigs Fiasco , I 
reported that certain U.S. busi­ 
ness firms, one of them a big oil 
company, had put up several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars to finance 
the Cuban freedom fighters. 
This meant that foreign policy 
was further divorced from the 
constitutional channels of govern­ 
ment and

wity

property 
stake in Cuba. This can be one 
of the best ways to drag 10,000,- 
000 people into war for the bene­ 
fit of 
a handful. 
However, this is the way CIA 
operates. Corporation heads are 
given the 
privilege of 
looking 
through CIA files. Corporation of­ 
ficials 
abroad influence and co­ 
operate with CIA agents. 
CIA chief McCone admits 
he 
owns $1,000,000 of Standard OU of 
California stock and is not going 
to sell that stock. His shipping 
companies make several million 
dollars annually shipping ore and 
oil for 
various corporations. How 
can he 
possibly divorce his judg­ 
ment 
from decisions that affect 
dis companies is a question some 
.senators are asking. 
The Senate has a right to in­ 
quire into this carefully, because 
on 
two previous occasions Mc­ 
Cone, as 
a public official, acted 
in favor of companies with which 
he had 
been associated—and it 
cost the taxpayers a lot of money. 
Operations in 
Spain — After 
Prof. Jesus de Galindez was kid­ 
napped from New York in 1956, 


Allen Dulles phoned 
district at­ 
torney Frank Hogan in New York 
asking that a CIA agent be 
per­ 
mitted to look over the Galindez 
papers. It then 
became known 
that CIA had put 
up 
$1,016,000 
for Galindez to operate a Basque 
network in Spam. The Basques

Franco,

could only have worked against 
Franco who has given the United 
States military bases.

Operations in Costa Rica

The offer was turned down, but 
later Allen Dulles flew to Rome 
and worked with the 
Shah’s sis­ 
ter, Prince** Ashraf, in starting 
a revolution which succeeded.

amazing network of intelligence 
and espionage operations which 
will come under the man who 
heads CIA and who, because of 
his power, must be eaxmined for 
conflicts of interest and other 
qualifications.

The essentia! w eakness of labor 
unions, as rational 
entities, is the 
essential weakness 
of dem ocracj’

rate w orkm an becoming a success­ 
ful union politician. Such

Thus 
spoke Congressman F. Edward He 
bert of Louisiana, from the floor 
of the House — a long time, in­ 
dustrious successful 
member 
of 
the House Committee on Armed 
Services and himself the Chairman 
of die important Subcommittee on 
Special Investigations. Eddie He­ 
bert is a patriot who knows his 
job and does not hesitate to speak 
in non-partisan terms. 
Mr. Hebert was addressing him­ 
self to the question of muzzling the 
military', a subject from time to 
time discussed in 
this column, 
where we have drawn the line be­ 
tween the true 
civilian 
control 
sought by the Constitution and the 
half-cocked repression, largly ar­ 
bitrary due to the dangerous lack 
of comprehension inherent in rapid 
turnover and thus generally-brief 
tenure of key civilians in the De­ 
fense Department s confused bur­ 
eaucracy.
